Dental Health Program 
Under Way In County 


A dental health program is un- 
derway in the schools of Prince 
Georges County, according to Dr.

GHI Quarterly Income Report Shows 


Slight Improvement Over Last Year

Income and expenditures of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for the first 
quarter of 1958 have followed very closely the budgeted amounts, 
it was reported last Friday night by Roy Breashears, acting GHI 


manager. 

The GHI board of directors was 
informed that operating expenses 
in connection with the housing units 
totaled slightly under $294,000 for 
the first three months of 1958, as 
compared with a budgeted amount 
of $294,300..Income from members 
and tenants amounted to $276,300, 
slightly above the $275,900 fore- 
cast. 

Among the expenditure items. re- 
pairs and maintenance were a lit- 
tle above the anticipated amounts, 
while administrative and manage- 
ment costs were a little below. Heat- 
ing costs incurred showed prac- 
tically no variation from the bud- 
geteqd amount of $120,300. 


New Formula 

The fiscal statement submitted 
by Breashears was the first under 
the new accounting formula initi- 
ated at the end of 1957 to provide 
a more realistic allocation of in- 
come and expenditures between 
operating and non-operating items. 
Under this new formula, expendi- 
tures are divided into those covered 
by the monthly charges to members 
and those covered by other in- 
come such as charges against (1) 
Greenbelt Development Corpora- 
tion (operator of the apartment); 
(2) the Sales and Service Office; (3) 
the accounts concerned with the 
maintenance of garages and other 
GHI-owned property; and (4) indi- 
vidual members for srevices not 
covered by the mutual ownership 
contract or existing regulations. 

Similarly, on the income side, a 
distinction is made between in- 
vidaul members for services not 
income from non-operating sources 
such as garages, rented units, sale 
of services, commission on sales, 
and interest on savings. In the 
first quarter of 1958, non-operating 
income totaled $16,700 and non- 
operating expenses $16,400. 

While the data under the new ac- 
counting system are not strictly 
comparable with those for previous 
years, it is possible to compare 
overall experience between 1957 
and 1958. For the first quarter of 
1958, total income was up some 
$5,400 from last year, while total 
expenses rose $2,300, leaving the 
corporation some $3,100 better off 
after the first three months of 
operation in 1958 than in 1957. 

Painting Program 

About 200 housing units are ex- 
pected to be painted under this 
year’s exterior trim painting pro- 
gram, according to plans out- 
lined by GHI superintendent Dave 
Kane. “The painting crews. will 
start at the entrance to town on 
Southway, and then fan themselves 
out in both directions along Ridge,” 
he said. 

This year’s program will mark the 
resumption of the 5-year cycle plan 
which had. been suspended after 
one year in favor of a self-help 
paint program in 1954, Last year 
GHI painted all units that hag not 
been painted since 1952 either by 
the corporation or by individual 
home-owners. 

Some objection was made to the 
fact that the cycle was to be re- 
sumed with the same areas that 
had the benefit of the first year’s 
painting program in 1953. Kane 
stated that as the result of last 
year’s clean-up work, there are 
no areas in town in as much need 
of painting as the ones chosen. 


Mail Boxes 

The board was informed that 
about 120 original GHI units lo- 
cated between Gardenway and 
Southway have mail slots in their 
doors that do not meet the postal 
requirement of being more than 
80” above the ground. Postal au- 
thorities state that. low mail slots 
cause inconvenience ang slow up 
the delivery of mail. 

Mail carriers especially complain 
of their mail bags slipping off the 
shoulders when stooping to de- 
posit the mail. The board was given 
to understand that the post office 
department could request residents 
to pick up their mail at the post 
office unless the situation was recti- 
fied. 

The board, while feeling that this

is a problem for the individual 
home owner, did agree to investi- 
gate the possibility of providing 
members at cost mail boxes oF 
slots which would meet post office 
specifications. The installation of 
the boxes or slots, however, would 
have to be the responsibility of 
the individual member. 


Fuel Oil Contracts 


The board awarded fuel oi] con» 
tracts for the 1958-59 season to 
Southern States Cooperative. The 
price for No. 2 fuel was 10.3 cents 
per gallon or some 2.45 cents below 
last year’s price. This is the sixth 
straight year that Southern States 
has won out in the competitive bid- 
ding for No. 2 oil. Esso Standard 
Oil had the contract last year for 
No. 6 fuel oil. 


Free-Standing Sheds 


Charles A. Barr requested per 
mission to erect a_ free-standing 
sheq on his end-unit property at 
2-L, Laurel Hill. Director Hans 
Jorgensen and Kane were author- 
ized to review the request and 
bring back recommendations to the 
board. GHI president Ed Burgoon 
said that the general ‘policy of the 
board has been against such sheds, 
because they can easily become 
eyesores.

Librarian Notebook

During the past two months the 
County Library has been conduct- 
ing an intensive campaign to re- 
trieve long-overdue library mater- 
ials. Materials are not considered 
long-overdue until it is quite ob- 
vious that the borrower has no 
intention of responding to three 
different reminders that he has 
neglected to return library items 
which were loaned to him in good 
faith. By failure to comply with 
the regulations of the library, which 
allow materials to be borrowed for 
a period of time up to four weeks, 
the borrower is depriving other 
County residents of their privilege 
of using the books, recordings, 
pamphlets, or magazines. For it 
is a privilege for people to be able 
to borrow the books they want to 
read and the recordings they want 
to hear instead of having to buy 
them; and most people appreciate 
it. Those who don’t appreciate 
it are in the minority, fortunately. 
Nevertheless, that minority bee 
comes an unnecessary expense to 
their friends and neighbors, and 
themselves, whether they realize 
it or not. 


By paying fines for overdue 
books, people feel they can salve 
their consciences. Our own feel- 
ing is that Prince George’s County 
Library’s method of pricking the 
conscience by putting the borrower 
on his honor to return the book so 
others, too, may have the benefit 
and enjoyment of using something 
everyone in the County has contrie 
buted to, is a more positive ape 
proach to the problem of overdue 
materials.
